Agencies Ask Individuals To Resubmit Electronic Comments Submitted Between
June 1, 2003 and October 22, 2003 Due to Technological Errors

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Department of Justice and the Federal Trade Commission
today requested that any person who submitted electronic comments regarding the agencies’ joint
antitrust hearings on Health Care and Competition Law and Policy between June 1, 2003 and
October 22, 2003, to resubmit those comments due to technological errors.
